Beginning  August  1,  1975  sugar  market  information  from  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture   (USDA)  will  be  reported  by 
the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  (AMS) .     Previously,  the 
Agricultural  Stabilization  and  Conservation  Service  (ASCS) 
collected  and  disseminated  this  information  as  a  function  of 
the  now  defunct  Sugar  Act.

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MARKET  REVIEW 

Inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  reported  on  hand  by  all  primary 
distributors  at  the  end  of  June  1975  totaled  2,012,000  short  tons,  raw 
value,  according  to  preliminary  reports.     This  was  287,000  tons  less 
than  a  month  earlier,  but  62,000  tons  more  than  at  the  end  of  June 
last  year.     Stocks  have  averaged  2,169,000  tons  on  June  30  for  the  last 
five  years.     The  month-end  stocks  for  June  1975  were  157,000  tons  or 
7.2  percent  below  the  five-year  average. 

Cane  sugar  refiners'  total  stocks  at  the  end  of  June  were  732,000  tons, 
17,000  tons  less  than  on  May  31.     Although  their  refined  sugar  stocks 
increased  12,000  tons  during  June,  their  raw  sugar  stocks  decreased 
29,000  tons,  resulting  in  a  net  decrease  in  their  total  stocks  for  the 
month.     The  stocks  of  mainland  cane  processors  were  250,000  tons  at  the 
end  of  June,  a  decrease  of  80,000  tons  from  the  preceding  month,  but 
50,000  tons  more  than  on  June  30  last  year.    At  the  end  of  June,  beet 
processors'   stocks  were  1,029,000  tons,  190,000  tons  less  than  a  month 
earlier,  and  5,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  June  last  year. 

Raw  sugar  received  by  refiners  from  foreign  countries  totaled  1,149,000 
short  tons  during  the  first  five  months  this  year.     This  is  50.2  percent 
less  than  the  2,307,000  tons  received  during  the  same  period  last  year. 
Refiners  also  received  738,000  tons  from  domestic  sources,  including 
Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico,  compared  with  524,000  tons  received  last  year 
for  an  increase  of  40.8  percent.     Receipts  from  the  Philippines  were 
down  from  615,000  tons  during  the  first  five  months  of  1974  to  169,000 
tons  this  year.     Receipts  from  Mexico  dropped  from  340,000  tons  during 
January-May  1974  to  35,000  tons  in  1975,  and  receipts  from  Brazil 
during  the  same  period  in  1974  dropped  from  244,000  tons  to  37,000  tons 
in  1975. 

The  demand  for  refined  sugar  has  been  very  good  in  recent  weeks. 
Reported  deliveries  for  the  week  ending  July  19,  1975  totaled  295,000 
tons,  or  14.8  percent  above  the  average  deliveries  of  257,000  for  that 
week  during  1970-74. 

According  to  preliminary  reports,  distribution  through  July  19,  1975 
totaled  5,038,000  short  tons  compared  with  6,243,000  tons  and  6,061,000 
tons,  respectively,  delivered  through  the  same  periods  in  1974  and  1973. 
However,  at  year-end  1974  there  were  8,000  tons  of  sugar  constructively 
delivered,  i.e.,  sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas  in  December  but 
physically  delivered  in  January  and  February  of  the  following  year. 
Constructive  deliveries   totaled  6,000  tons  in  1973  and  130,000  tons  in 
1972.    Therefore,  physical  deliveries  through  July  19,  1975  totaled 
5,046,000  tons  compared  with  6,249,000  tons  and  6,191,000  tons,  respec- 
tively, physically  delivered  through  July  19,  1974  and  1973. 
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Deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  states  of  destination  totaled  63,374,000 
hundredweight  during  the  first  five  months  of  1975.     This  was  a  decrease 
of  27.8  percent  from  the  same  period  last  year,  with  decreases  occuring 
in  all  five  of  the  geographical  regions.     Reported  deliveries  in  the 
West  were  down  the  most--  32.0  percent,  followed  by  decreases  of  31.5 
percent  for  the  New  England  region,  31.3  percent  for  the  Mid-Atlantic, 
30.7  percent  for  the  North  Central  and  26.2  percent  for  the  South. 

During  January-May  1975,  reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  decreased 
more  than  500,000  hundredweight  in  17  states  as  compared  with  the  same 
months  last  year,  and  seven  of  these  states  had  decreases  of  more  than 
1,000,000  hundredweight.     Illinois  had  the  largest  decrease--  3,291,000 
hundredweight,   followed  by  decreases  of  2,194,000  in  California, 
2,018,000  in  New  York,  1,905,000  in  Pennsylvania  and  1,385,000  in 
New  Jersey. 

The  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York 
(No.  12  bulk  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange) 
averaged  15.96  cents  per  pound  during  June,  down  from  19.27  cents  in 
May  and  down  39  percent  from  26.30  cents  in  June  of  last  year. 

For  the  first  three  days  of  July,  the  domestic  spot  price  was  16.25 
cents.     It  then  climbed  to  17.00  cents  on  July  7,  to  18.00  cents  on 
July  8,  to  19.50  cents  on  July  9,  to  20.25  cents  on  July  10  and  to 
21.50  cents  on  July  11.     During  the  week  of  July  14-18  the  price 
decreased  somewhat,  and  by  Friday,  July  18  it  was  down  to  19.25  cents. 
With  the  start  of  another  week,  the  price  was  again  on  the  increase 
and  by  Wednesday,  July  23  it  was  up  to  21.00  cents.    For  the  period 
July  1-23  the  spot  price  averaged  18.15  cents  as  compared  with  27.23 
cents  and  10.13  cents  for  the  same  periods  in  1974  and  1973,  respec- 
tively. 

The  spot  price  for  world  bulk  raw  sugar  (No.  11  Contract  of  the 
New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange),  f.o.b.,  and  stowed  at  Greater 
Caribbean  ports,  averaged  13.83  cents  per  pound  during  June.    This  is 
down  from  17.38  cents  in  May  and  42  percent  below  the  June  1974  average 
of  23.67  cents. 

The  world  spot  price  held  steady  at  13.90  cents  during  the  first  week 
of  July.     By  Friday,  July  11  it  was  up  to  19.50  cents  and  averaged 
17.23  cents  during  the  second  week.     During  the  week  of  July  14-18  the 
price  was  down  to  16.00  cents  on  Friday  and  averaged  16.90  cents  for 
the  week.     For  the  period  July  1-23,  the  world  price  averaged  16.59 
cents,  as  compared  with  24.36  cents  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  federal  excise  tax  on  refined  sugar  expired  on  June  30,  1975.  On 
July  1,  all  quoted  wholesale  prices  were  reduced  by  53  cents  per 
hundredweight.     This  ended  the  period  of  decreases  in  the  wholesale 
price  quotations  that  was  started  in  December  1974.    As  a  result  of  raw 
sugar  price  increases,  there  were  numerous  announcements  in  all  pricing 
regions  of  increases  in  wholesale  price  quotations  during  the  first  half 
of  July.    New  prices  apply  day-to-day  only,  subject  to  withdrawal  withou 
notice. 
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Shown  below  are  the  new  price  quotations  as  they  stood  on  July  22,  1975, 
for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  100-pound  bags  and  in  bulk,  by 
regions.     Significant  variations  of  actual  price  from  the  quoted  price 
may  be  found  in  certain  regions,  reflecting  competitive  discounts.

The  U.S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper 
bags  averaged  31.44  cents  per  pound  in  June,  down  from  36.86  cents 
in  May.    This  compares  with  28»32  cents  per  pound  for  June  of  last 
year,  for  an  increase  of  11  percent. 
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HIGHLIGHTS  OF 
STATISTICAL  SERIES  IN  THIS  ISSUE 


1.  June  1975  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.S.  consumption,  927,000 
short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  75,000  tons  from  May  1975  but  down 
61,000  tons  June  1974.     January-June  1975  deliveries  4,332,000  short  tons, 
raw  value   (preliminary),  down  1,336,000  tons  from  January-June  1974.  Final 
data  for  May  1975  deliveries  852,000  short  tons—previously  published 
preliminary  as  857,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  June  28,  1975  were  2,012,000  short  tons 
(preliminary),  up  62,000  tons  from  the  end  of  June  last  year  but  down 
287,000  tons  from  May  31,  1975.     During  June,  refiners'   stocks  decreased 
17,000  tons,  Mainland  Cane  Processors1   stocks  decreased  80,000  tons,  and  beet 
processors'  stocks  decreased  190,000  tons. 

3.  January-May  1975  receipts  of  raw  sugar  by  refiners  from  foreign  sources 
totaled  1,149,000  tons,  raw  value,  compared  with  2,307,000  tons  received 
during  the  same  period  a  year  earlier. 

4.  Regionally,  January-May  1975  deliveries,  as  compared  with  those  months 
of  1974  were  down  in  all  of  the  five  geographical  regions.     The  decreases 
were:     the  West  32.0  percent,  the  New  England  31.5  percent,  the  Mid-Atlantic 
31.3  percent,  the  North  Central  30.7  percent  and  the  South  26.2  percent. 

5.  All  quoted  sugar  prices  decreased  during  June  from  the  previous  month. 
The  average  spot  price  for  raw  sugar  during  June  1975  decreased  17.2  percent 
on  the  No.  12  Contract   (domestic)  and  20.4  percent  on  the  No.  11  Contract 
(world)  from  the  May  1975  average.    The  average  June  1975  quoted  wholesale 
price  for  refined  beet  sugar  decreased  16.5  percent  in  the  Eastern  and 
Chicago-West  regions  and  19.0  percent  in  the  Pacific  Coast  region.    The  refined 
cane  sugar  price  quotation  was  down  20.7  percent  in  the  Northeast,  Gulf  and 
Chicago-West  regions,  17.1  percent  in  the  Southeast  and  19.0  percent  in  the 
Pacific  Coast  region.
